At least one error upon which reissue is based is described as follows: 

During the prosecution of the application that issued as the above patent, the 
inventors did not recognize that the features disclosed in the patent in Figs. 1 and 
13A were appropriate to claim. As such, the inventor's did not claim all that they 
had a right to claim. This error was made without deceptive intent. Specifically, 
the inventors did not claim any one or more of the features of an information
